I  bog  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  yoar  1956. 


ibr  tho  purposo  of  ostimating  birth  and  death  rates,  the 
Registrar  Genoral  has  for  tho  1956  mid-year  figure  estimated  tho  numbor  of 
porsons  as  1470  -  an  incroaso  of  20  over  the  previous  year. 


Homes  of  the  People. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  on  the  3^-s^  December  19o^  was 
541  giving  an  average  of  2.7  persons  per  house.  l£>  bungalows  for  elderly 
persons  were  erected  during  the  year.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  19  of  which  10  were 
9  females.  Of  those  7 9$  took  place  in  Hospitals  or  in  Maternity 
All  births  were  legitimate.  No  Still  Births  were  reported. 


The  Crude  Birth  Rato  was  12.  9  per  1000  compared  with  15*2. for 
IQ^a.  This  rate  when  adjustod  for  comparativo  purposes  with  other  districts 
was  13*5  per  1000  comparod  with  a  figure  of  15*6  for  tho  country  as  a  wholo.

Tho  numbor  of  deaths  rogistorod  was  16  of  which  9  were  males 
females. 


Tho  Crude  Death  Rato  was  10 .9  per  1000  compared  with  8.3  for 
199R.  Tho  rate  when  adjustod  for  comparativo  purposes  with  other  districts 
TOS  9,9  per  1000  and  compared  very  favourably  with  the  figure  of  11. 7  for  th0 
country  as  a  whole.

Tho  Ladios  Voluntary  Welfare  Committee  has  again  provided  valuable 
assistance  by  the  sale  of  infant  foods,  the  provision  of  teas  to  the  mothers  and 
clerical  duties  in  connection  with  the  clinic.  In  addition  to  the  stock  of 
proprietary  infant  foods  maintained  by  the  Committee,  the  issue  of  National 
Welfare  poods  against  coupons  surrendered  by  the  recipients  has  been  undertaken 
thereby  relieving  the  full-time  staff  of  this  duty  in  this  and  other  centres  at 
which  it  would  not  be  economical  to  supply  full-time  clerical  assistance.  One 
member  of  this  Committee  attends  tho  monthly  meetings  of  tho  Hyde  Divisional 
Health  Committee,  thoroby  providing  a  very  necessary  link  between  this  voluntary 
body  and  the  statutory  Divisional  Health  Comnitteo. 


Nursing  Sorvicos. 

Hie  part-time  services  of  a  Health  Visitor,  who  is  responsible  ±or 
covering  tho  Longdondale  U.D.  C.  aroa  are  available.  Her  dutios  also  includo 
tho  visiting  in  the  hemes  of  all  children  undor  tho  ago  of  5  yoars,  attondanco  at 
Clinic  sossions  and  the  visiting  of  school  childron  in  nood  of  modical 
supervision. 

All  casos  of  Tuborculosis  aro  visitod  at  rogular  periods  by  this 

Nurso. 


Negotiations  botwoon  the  County  Council  and  the  two  Local 
Authorities  for  a  Council  houso  to  bo  allottod  to  tho  former  wore  completed  and 
a  houso  was  allocated  by  tho  Longdondalo  Council  for  a  residont  midwife  for  tho 
combinod  aroa.  A  motor  car  is  provided  by  tho  County  Council  for  her  uso 

whilo  on  duty. 


Casos  of  gonornl  sickness  in  tho  homos  of  tho  rosidonts  can,  upon 
tho  request  of  family  doctors,  rocoivo  nursing  attention  fran  a  District  Nurso 
residont  in  Hollingworth. 


Ambulance  Ihcilitios, 

Lmbulanoo  transport  for  tho  sick  and  injur od  during  1956  was  the 
responsibility  of  tho  Hyio  Health  Division  of  tho  Choshiro  County  Council.

has  supplied  me  with  the  following  information. 


'/a tor  Supply, 

The  supply  is  providod  by  Manchester  Corporation  from  the 
Crowdon  and  Woodhoad  catchment  areas.  The  water  supply  is  adequate  and  of 
good  quality.  All  drinking  water  supplied  to  the  Tintwistle  area,  with  the 
exception  of  Woodhead  and  Crowden,  is  now  chlorinated. 


Closot  Accommodation. 


The  majority  of  premises  are  fitted  with  the  water  carriage 
system  of  drainage.  There  are  only  4  promises  where  a  pail  type  of  closet 
is  in  existence,  three  of  which  are  of  "Elsan"  type.  There  are  also  31 

tippler  closets  in  the  area. 


Refuse. 


Ashbins  are  the  usual  method  for  the  collection  of  household 
waste,  there  being  approximately  5^2  bins  in  use,  which  are  emptied  weekly 
at  Tintwistle  and  fortnightly  at  Crowdon  and  Woodhead. 


No  ashpits  or  privy  middens  exist  within  the  area.

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Dairies  and  Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  farms  at  which  milk  is  produced  and  sold  either 
retail  or  wholesale  is  4*  Bottled  milk  is  supplied  at  2  premises.  All 

are  inspected  periodically,  milk  sampling  for  cleanliness  and  quality  is  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Council.  In  addition,  two  farms  in  the  Crowd  on 

and  Woodhead  area  produce  milk  only  for  the  use  of  the  farmer  and  his  family. 

Rodent  Control. 


Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Posts  Act, 1949 »re  ular  surveys 
havo  boon  carried  out  -  Sowers,  outfall  works  and  tho  rofuso  tips  boing  troatod 
with  poisons  approximately  six  tinos  por  yoar.  Complaints  regarding  rat  and 
mico  infestations  aro  doalt  with  promptly.  Tho  poisons  used  are  Zinc 
Phosphide,  Arsonious  Oxido,  Rod  Squill  and  Warfarin. 

I  am  appreciative  of  tho  assistance  rondorod  to  me  by  members 
of  the  Council  and  for  information  supplied  by  other  officials.
